The present imbroglio originated ih the Arménian riots, but it orew 
more and moré complicated until at last if has assumed very serious proportions, 
The Péwers désite to double their guardships at Constantinople under the pretext 
of ensuring the safety of their embassies. Even a child could not be deceived by 
such atrick. Ifthe Sultan does not accept their unreasonable proposal, the Powers 
have no just cause for dissatisfaction with him, Despite all the accusations brought 
against Sultan Abdul Hamid Khan, every unprejudiced man will admit that 
His Majesty has exhibited remarkable sagacity and shrewdness under the 
serious difficulties with which he is confronted, the Powers of Europe and 
their distinguished ministers being quite non-plused and contenting themselves 
with empty threats like those of a monkey. It is true that the strength of Turkey 
has much declined, bit still the European Powers will find her a hard nut to crack. 
The British Power has assumed an attitude wf unmistakable hostility to her, but the 
other countries appear to be very lukewarm and are content to play second fiddle 
as might be expected. They are extremely jealous of one another, and there can 
therefore be no conco d among them in any important matter calculated to disturb 
the balance of power in Europe. They know very well that if war once breaks out all 
Europe will soon be ablaze: none ot them could be so foolish and reckless as to set 
fire to the train. As regards England, the present Conservative Government there 
has most reluctantly adopted an unfriendly policy towards Turkey under the strong 
pressure of public opinion. England has long abandoned the idea of meddling iu 


' Tarkey and the European Powers. 


_ Kuropean quarrels, gratifying her thirst for military glory by waging wars against 
- the wild tribes ia the Indian borderlands and in Africa. Indeed, considering the 
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extensive growth of the British Empire and commerce and the great prosperity 


which England has attained, she would not be well advised in picking quarrels with 
any great Power. ‘The Sultan is fully convinced that none of the Powers are in 
earnest on the present occasion and that the storm will blow over ere long.

an exorbitant price. The police donot know what it is to let go a person unmulcted 
when they have once got him into their clutches.

mainly executive and one cannot perform them well unless he is thoroughly acquainted 
with the manners and customs of the people; (2) realizing land revenue is a Very 
difficult task, and revenue cannot possibly be recovered in full without resort to a 
deal of irregularity and oppression ; (3) a Tahsildér has to supply provisions to the 
camps of touring officers at cheap or nominal prices, grease. the palms of their but- 
lers, horse grooms, &c., lest these should bring down the displeasure of their mas- 
ter on him by making a false a of the non-supply of any article; and (4)a 
Tahsildér has to accompany an officer on tour throughout his jurisdiction, servin 
him as a regular coolie, and patiently bearing all sorts of abusive language and 
ill-treatment. It is quite evident from the above that no European or Eurasian can 
possibly be equal to all these by-no-means-easy duties.

court, yet it disposes of revenue appeals in a most summary and slipshod way, 
without hearing the counsel of the opposite parties. About 75 per cent. of the 
_ appeals made to the Board are summarily rejected. In the remaining 25 per cent. 
of the cases records are sent for, on the bare perusal of which 20 per cent. are reject- 
_ ed, and appeals decreed in 5 per cent. All this is done when nobody knows; the appel- 
lants in whose favour the decrees are given being informed by post, while the co-re- 
spondents, who have lost the suits, come to know the facts only when the decrees are 
enforced agaivst them. In its judgment in Kunou Rai versus Bas (sic) Khan, given 
in the Select Decisions of 1883-84, the Board took the Commissioner of Benares to 
task for his not informing the co-respondent of the reversal of the lower courts 
decision he had made in the case. But the Board commits the same neglect, and 
there is nobody to reprimand it for the same. Again, the grounds of appeal do not 
generally contain everything that can possibly be urged in a case, these things being 
a generally brought out in the course of the counsel’s arguing before court. Moreover, 
it'sometimes happens that certain things occur after an appeal has been filed, which 
throw a flood of light on the case, and quite alter its aspect. Such being the case, 
it 1s absolutely necessary that the Board should make it a rule to take up and 
decide cases in the presence of the parties concerned or of their counsel just as 18 
done by judicial courts. It is only since the Oudh Revenue Department has been 
amaloamated with the North-Western Provinces Board of Revenue that the Board 
has taken to dispose of cases summarily without hearing any counsel.

toh nk _ . evenly held by the Magistrate. Firstly, though the 
epoys were the sufferers, some of them having been killed or seriously hurt, they 
‘were themselves sent to the lock-up, while not.a single member of the police, who 
were undoubtedly guilty of firing upon the sepoys, was either consigned to the 
lockup or suspended. Secondly, there was no reason why the Kotwal was 
not treated as one of the accused, but was simply made a witness. He had 
most cowardly fired upon the sepoys who were only armed with ld¢his or bludgeons. 
Turdly, the witnesses for the prosecution, whostated that they had been plundered 
of their cash and articles, whose value amounted to thousands of rupees, must have 
heen tutored to say so; for if the sepoys had really. intended to plunder the shop- 
keepers, they would not have then gone to the Kotwali to knock down the police. . 
Fourthly, the policemen concerned were not removed from their posts at Benares, 
even though. the accused sepoys represented to the Magistrate that unless that was 
done no true evidence would be forthcoming. Fifhly, the Magistrate was not . 
justified in withholding the application of the heirs of the deceased sepoy, Abdul 
Ali, praying for permission to prosecute the Kotwal for killing the deceased by his 
bullet shot. Canthe writer ask the Magistrate to answer if he would have allowed 
the police to go so scot-free if, instead of the native soldiers, British soldiers had 
been concerned in the affair. The Government ought certainly to take special 
interest in the trial of the case, and show that the lives of native soldiers have value 
inits eye.
